REMARKS 



Applicants respect ully respond to the July 25, 2003 Requirement tor Restriction. The 
Requirement split this application into (Jroup I (claims 1-14); Group II (dim 5); Group III 
(claims 16-20); Group IV (claims 21-23; Group V (claim 24); Group VI (claims 25-30); and 
Group VII (dims 31-38). 

Applicants traverse. The statute requires independent and distinct, and the Requirement 
merely refers to "distinct," wherefore the Restriction should be reconsidered. 

Applicants also submit that the underlying assumption to the Restriction should also be 
reconsidered. Here, Applicants have filed an IDS on April 8, 2003, and an IDS on January 22, 
2003. The present Examiner has the EPO search report (see January 22, 2003 IDS) from which 
it is clear another examining authority has been able to review prior art as to aJJ claims. 
Therefore, since the search has been done by another examining authority. Applicants request 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the Restriction consistent with the MPEP Section 803 ("if the 
search and examination of an entire application can be made without serious burden, the 
examiner must examine it on the merits ...") 

Applicants elect, subject to the present traverse, claims 1-14.
